1 . Claims 14 and 20, and tlieir dependent claims, are not in condition for allowance. 
As discussed in paragraph 2 of the office action of 6/12/07, Lutwack discloses a 
triazine-containing polymer where the triazlnes are linked by a Y-Q-Y group, where Y 
can be sulfur and Q is a bivalent arylene or alkylene radical. Based on applicant's own 
examples on page 15 lines 5-13 of the specification, it is clear that a "sulfur linkage" can 
also include a hydrocarbyl group, such as the Q group of Lutwack. Therefore, the 
polymer of Lutwack meets the limitations of the polymer of claims 14 and 20, and 
Lutwack in view of Papay renders claims 14-17 and 19-23 obvious. 

2. Claims 1-13 are allowed for the reasons set forth in paragraph 3 of the office 
action mailed 6/12/07. 

3. Claims 18 and 24 are objected to as being dependent on a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent fomri for the reasons set forth in 
paragraph 3 of the office action mailed 6/12/07.
